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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office action is responsive to the following communication: Request for Continued 
Examination filed on 21 May 2007. 

2. Claims 1-32 are pending and present for examination. Claims 1, 8, 15, 17, 24, and 31 are 
independent. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

3. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 21 May 2007 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

4. Claims 1, 8, 15, 17, 24, and 31 have been amended. 

5. No claims have been cancelled. 

6. No claims have been added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 101 

7. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

8. Claims 1-7 and 17-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the disclosed invention is 
inoperative and therefore lacks utility. Claims 1 and 17, as amended, recite the limitation that "the first 
data record and the second data are consecutive data records in the database." However, it is noted that 
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the claim is inoperable as the first data record and the second data record cannot be consecutive data 
records in the database wherein the second data record has yet to have been stored on the database. 
That is, wherein the claims recite that the step of ''receiving a second data record to be stored on a single 
database/' it would not be possible for said second data record to have already been stored ina 
consecutive manner to a first data record in the database. Accordingly, for the purposes of this 
examination/no prior art will be applied to the aforementioned claims as it is have been determined that 
the claims, as recited, are inoperable. 

9. Claims 8-14, 24-30, and 31-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims are non-statutory because upon the 
comparison of the second integrity checksum to the third integrity checksum, the claimed invention fails 
to utilize the determined authenticity of the second data record in furtherance of a potential "concrete, 
useful, and tangible result" to form the basis of statutory subject matter under 35 U.S.C. 101. See State 
Street, 149 F.3d at 1373, 47 USPQ2d at 1601-02. MPEP 2106. "The claimed invention as a whole must 
accomplish a practical application. That is, it must produce a 'useful, concrete and tangible result' 11 
(emphasis added). That is, while the claims recite the method step of comparing the checksums, the 
claims fail to recite a method step wherein the determination that the checksums are either authentic or 
invalid is returned to an entity or user for further processing. 

Response to Arguments 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-32 have been considered but are moot in view of 
the new ground(s) of rejection.
